Over 
March and April, there will be 
quite some media exposure 
about the project through 
Magic FM radio as well as 
several fundraising events are 
planned 

Aldrick Croes stated that if 
they could get 1 0,000 individ¬ 


uals or families to donate i DO 
Arubian florins each the re¬ 
quired funds would be at¬ 
tained The result would be an 
important tourist attraction as 
well as a pi ace for all the faith 
to come and feel uplifted, 
much as the Alto Vista Chapel, 
winch has a catholic affiliation, 
yet has a distinctive, spiritual 
atmosphere for all visitors, 
whatever their beliefs. The 
Munster of Tourism and Cul¬ 
ture will see to it that it also 
lias a plaque displayed for vis¬ 
itors m several languages with 
a full history of the church, fur¬ 
ther underlining its landmark 
value 

It is hoped that all die 
funds will be raised hy Sep¬ 
tember 1 of tins year, so the 
work can begin in earnest.

ORANJESTAD - The Dr. Ho- 
racic E Oduber Hospital has a 
departmenttotally dedicated to 
the maintenance of hygiene 
and the prevention of infec¬ 
tions m our Hospital, the so- 
called “Hygiene and Infection 
prevention Department” 
There are four specialized pro¬ 
fessionals working in tins de¬ 
partment who provide courses 
to personnel as well as to con- 
hoi patients interned in the 
Hospital 

Hospital personnel visit, 
each Hoar af the Hospital on a 
daily basis to control and ve¬ 
rify if all hygiene protocols are 
being maintained and to con¬ 
trol patients with infections or 
who are at risk of contracting 
infections This includes pa- 
ti ents with contagi ous di se as es 
who are in complete or partial 
isolation. 


This department also pro¬ 
vides training to personnel 
with respect to protocols and 
methods of prevent! on so as to 
prevent the transmission of in¬ 
fections or contagious diseases 
of one patient to another, also 
for the protection of them¬ 
selves against diseases and in¬ 
fections. Rica Delamare, the 
hospital's hygienist gives ex¬ 
amples of invasive material 
that must he used with great, 
caution Examples are urine 
catheters, medicine and or nu¬ 
trition catheters, tubes to feed 
patients, and tubes for breath¬ 
ing 

Tins department also en¬ 
sures that all personnel are up 
to date on the different levels 
and types of isolation and rules 
and what to wear and do m 
each category.

Rica Del am are indicated that 
the infectious/c ontagi dus dis¬ 
eases that must be cautious 
with are many and includes, for 
example, tuberculosis (TEC), 
infecti o ns of multi-re si slant 
mi era -orgam sms (including 
MRS A and ESBL) and Partic¬ 
ular Resistant Micro-organisms 
(BRMO) and chicken pox 

Washing hands is very im¬ 
portant m hospital care when 
moving from one patient to an¬ 
other. The personnel of this de¬ 
partment provide the necessary 
training. They have a hand 
washing station to control and 
observe bacteria under special 
UV lighting to ascertain 
whether their hands are indeed 
properly washed. 

Keeping one's hands clean 
daily, primarily at meal times 
and m the kitchen, is also very 
important, according to Dela- 
mare. She provided a hp to al¬ 
ways keep a small bottle of 
“hand sanitizer" handy to use 
after returning from the bath¬ 
room, before eating, and after 
sneezing or coughing. She also 
advises that immediately after 
returning from the supermar¬ 


ket to wash your hands tho¬ 
roughly before imp acking your 
goods, and to take all precau¬ 
tions to keep your kitchen 
clean. Maine Andrews added 
til at it is important to ensure 
that to avoid passing bacteria 
from, one person to another, 
you should maintain the cor¬ 
rect behavior with respect to 
others in your vicinity when 
coughing or sneezing. The 
Hospital has placed posters at 
strategic points to remind visi¬ 
tors, patients and personnel 
concerning these matters. Al¬ 
ways remember to wash hands 
after coughing, and if you have 
used a tissue to dispose of it 
correctly.

Russia warns US against f liasty’ actions

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia 
bolds legislative elections Sun¬ 
day that are seen as a referen¬ 
dum on p eace talks with FARC 
leftist guerrillas and a trial run 
for a presidential vote in May. 

Since they opened in late 
2012 in Cuba, the talks that 
President Jose Manuel Santas 
has held with the Marxist 
rebels have dominated politi¬ 
cal life m Colombia. 

The FARC, or Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia, have been fighting 
successive governments for 50 
years and are Latin America's 
oldest insurgency 
Santos is seeking a second 
term, and his three party coali¬ 
tion government is expected to 
retain control of both cham¬ 
bers of Congress 
Tliat would be key for the 
peace process, winch so far en¬ 
joys the support of most 
Colombians. 

Santos officially announced 
Ins candidacy for another term 
tins week, and said be wanted 
to "finish up the job" of bring¬ 
ing peace to a country that has 
endured decades of bloodshed. 

The big question Sunday 
will be how Santos’ predeces¬ 


sor Alvaro Uribe does in Ins 
quest for a seat m tire Senate. 

Uribe accuses Santas, Ins 
former defense minister, of 
treason by turning the FARC 
into “political players' with a 
high profile stage in Havana 
where the peace talks are 
being held. 

Uribe, a conservative, is still 
popular for his no-holds- 
barred fight against the FARC 
while in power from 200? to 
2010. Campaigning an tire slo¬ 
gan "No to impunity," he is 
Colombia's first ex-president 
to seek a seat in the Senate, 
from which be aims to chal¬ 
lenge the course of tire talks. 

But bis new party, the Dem- 
o craftc Center, is only pro¬ 
jected to win about 14 percent 
o f tlie votes, which would give 
it just 19 of 102 seats in the 
upper chamber. "Uribe's list is 
not going to win a majority, 
but to some extent it will allow 
him to shape the national 
agenda," said Luis Guillermo 
Patino, head of tbe political 
science department at the Pon¬ 
tifical Bolivarian University in 
Medellin 

Hundreds of thousands of 
people have died in the half 


century old conflict, which 
stems from gaping inequality 
between landless peasants and 
rich landowners. 

Over the years, the war has 
become a complex mix of 
rebels, paramilitary militia 
drug traffickers and criminal 
gangs.

Its mam candidate is Aida 
Avella, who survived an assas- 
sination attempt m 1996 and 
went into exile for 17 years.

PARIS (AFP) - Global wann¬ 
ing will expose millions more 
people to malaria as parasite¬ 
bearing mosquitoes move to 
higher altitudes, according to 
new research into the health 
penis from climate change. 

Tropical highland areas in 
Africa, Asia and central and 
southern America are particu¬ 
larly at risk a study in the US 
journal Science said Thursday 

Malaria, which killed an es¬ 
timated b20,Q0D people in 
2012, is among a host of dis¬ 
eases tliat researchers warn 
will spread more easily thanks 
to global wanning. 

For Ethiopia alone, "a one- 
degree-Celsius (l.S deg 
Fahrenheit) increase in tem¬ 
perature will lift the area where 
malaria can occur by 150 me¬ 
tres (437 feet), u Merino Bourn a 
of the London School of Hy¬ 
giene and Tropical Medicine 
told AFP 

Bourn a and a team scruti¬ 
nised malaria records from the 
highland regions of Colombia 
from 1990 to 2005 and 
Ethiopia from 19 93 to 2005. 

They found that m warmer 
years, people living at higher 
elevations experienced more 
malaria infections than they do 
m cooler years. 

People in areas previously 
unaffected by malaria never 
built up immunity, and will be 
particularly vulnerable 

Bourn a sard other tropical 
highland areas surrounded by 
ma! an a- endemic regions "are 
likely to he affected by a simi¬ 
lar principle" as found in the 
study 

But Bourn a said the study 
did not automatically imply a 
higher malaria risk for all 
countries at Ingher altitudes, as 
a special mix of climate and 
so cio-economic condition s had 
to be present 

Transferred by a parasite 
transmitted through mosquito 
bites, malaria can be prevelited 
with nsts, insecticides and 
medicines. 

Symptoms include fever, 
headache, and vomiting. If left, 
untreated, it can kill by dis¬ 
rupting the blood supply to 
vital organs. 

Mai aria is not the only threat 
to human health receiving a 
boost from global warming. 

“Many of the major killers 


such as diarrhoeal diseases, 
malnutrition, malaria and 
dengue are highly climate-sen¬ 
sitive and are expected to 
worsen as the climate 
changes," according to the 
World Heal tli Organisation 
(WHO). 

Dengue, which is a mos¬ 
quito-borne disease like 
malaria, is spreading at an 
alarming rate and had "epi¬ 
demic potential", according to 
the UN agency 

It. causes high fever, 
headaches, itching and joint 
pains, and, can lead to haemor¬ 
rhaging and death. 

Hie mosquito is an invasive 
species first spotted m Europe 
in Albania m 1979 -- possibly 
having arrived tli ere m a ship¬ 
ment of goods from China, in¬ 
vests gators believe.

With Kinect, launched by

Kinect was not specifically 
designed for children with 
autism, but experts say the de¬ 
vice is proving beneficial for 
some with the disability 


Autism, a range of complex 
neuro devel o pm ent di s ord ers 
that typically appear during 
the first three years of a per¬ 
son's life, now affects an esti¬ 
mated one child m 3S m the 
United States. 

It imp acts on a person's abil¬ 
ity to communicate and inter¬ 
act with others. With the help 
of schools such as Skeen's, 
autism is treatable, but children 
do not simply "outgrow" it 

Side by side. Sawyer 
Whit el y and Michael Men¬ 
doza bend and stoop, directing 
the action on the screen — a 
boat careering down a rushing 
liver 

As many children would be, 
they are captivated, and when 
they finish, they look exhila¬ 
rated. 

Ashburn's teachers have 
been working with Kinect for 
two years, and are homing in 
on the lack of communication 
that typically characterizes 
autism. 


E-cigarette use linked to 
higher smoking odds 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - E-cigarette use among US youths 
doubled in j ust one year, and those who tried the unreg¬ 
ulated devices were more likely to smoke conventional 
cigarettes as well, a study said Thursday, Commonly 
sold at convenience stores and gas stations, e-ciga¬ 
rettes are battery powered gadgets that deliver nicotine 
through a vapor that may be fruit or candy-flavored. Just 
over three percent of US adolescents had ever tried an 
e-cigarette in 2011, and that more than doubled to 6.5 
percent in 2012, said the research in JAMA Pediatrics, a 
journal of the American Medical Association. Similarly, 
1.1 percent of middle and high school students said they 
currently used e-cigarettes in 2011, a figure that rose to 
two percent in £012. Youths who had tried e-cigarettes 
were more likely to experiment with conventional ciga¬ 
rettes, and were more likely to be current cigarette 
smokers than kids who had not tried them, said the 
study. Since e-cigarettes are not subject to the same ad¬ 
vertising and marketing restrictions as tobacco, some 
health experts are concerned that they could be tempt¬ 
ing a new generation of addicts. The US Food and Drug 
Administration, which gained oversight of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts in 200$, is currently considering whether to regulate 
e-cigarettes.

As automakers and technol¬ 
ogy films steer towards a fu¬ 
ture of drived ess cars, a Swiss 
think tank is at the Geneva 
Motor Shaw tins week show¬ 
ing off its vision of what vehi¬ 
cles might look like on the 
inside when people no longer 
have to focus on the road. 

"Once 1 can drive au¬ 
tonomously, would i want to 
watch while my steenng wheel 
turns happily from left to 
right?" asked Rm speed 
founder and chief executive 
Frank Rmderknecht. 

"No. I would like to do any¬ 
thing else but drive and watch 
the traffic. Eat, sleep, work, 
whatever you can imagine," he 
told AFP at the show which 
opens its doors to the public 
Thursday. 

Google is famously working 
on fully autonomous cars, and 
traditional carmakers are rap¬ 
idly developing a range of au- 
t ono mo us t echn ol o gi es as 
well. 


With analysts expecting 
sales of self-driving, if not. 
completely driverless, cars to 
begin taking off by the end of 
tins decade, Rmderknecht in¬ 
sists it's time to consider how 
the experience of riding in a 
car will could be radically re¬ 
defined 

Patting his shiny Xchange 
concept car, Rmderknecht 
says he envisages a future 
where car passengers will 
want to do die same kinds of 
tilings we today do to kill time 
on trains ail airplanes. 

So Rm speed has revamped 
the interior of Tesla's Model S 
electric car to show carmakers 
how they might turn standard- 
sized vehicles into entertain¬ 
ment centres, offices and 
meeting spots wrapped into 
one. 

The seats can slide, swivel, 
and tilt into more than 20 po¬ 
sitions, allowing passengers to 
turn to face each other or a 32- 
inch screen m the back 

Up front too, an entertain¬ 
ment system lines the entire

LONDON (AFP) - Europe's 
main stock markets perked up 
yesterday on strong US jobs 
data but the optimism proved 
short-lived as Russian energy 
giant Gazprom's threat to cut 
off gas to the Ukraine quickly 
sent tlie indices back down. 

Frankfurt's DAX 30 tum¬ 
bled 2.01 percent to close at 
9,350 75 points, while Lon¬ 
don's FTSE IDO dropped 1.12 
percent to 6, 712.67 points and 
in Pans the CAC 40 fell 1.15 
percent to 4,36 6 .43 points. 

The indices had briefly 
ticked up after Washington 
said the US economy gener¬ 
ated 175,000 jobs in February, 
a rebound from two poor 
months. 

"Tie US labour market re¬ 
bounded more than expected 
in February... Consensus had 
been for a 149k rise,“ said 
Rob ert Wo o d, chief e conorm st 
at Berenberg. 

But then Gazprom warned 
Kiev of "a return to the situa¬ 
tion at the start of 2009" when 
the energy giant halted gas to 
the Ukraine in a move that also 
left, much of the EU without 
supplies, leading to sharp sell- 
off in stocks. 

"Tie quite encouraging US 
employment figures caused a 
positive reaction, but die situ¬ 
ation is still tense in Ukraine 
with Gazprom's threats keep¬ 
ing the markets under pres¬ 
sure," said Saxo Bank analyst 
Andrea Tueni. 

Nevertheless the positive

Putin opens 
Paralympics 
as Crimea 
crisis rages 
across sea 


SOCHI {AFP) - Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
opened the Winter Para¬ 
lympics in the Slack Sea 
resort of Sochi on Friday, 
an opportunity for people 
with disabilities to tri¬ 
umph but overshadowed 
by the crisis in Ukraine. 

As athletes from 45 
countries took part in the 
opening ceremony, only 
one Ukrainian competitor 
appeared In a symbolic, 
scaled-down presence of 
the country that has re¬ 
nounced Russia's inter¬ 
vention in Crimea. 

Huge cheers accompa¬ 
nied skier and biathlete 
Mykhailo Tkachenko who 
came through the Fisht 
stadium in his wheelchair, 
with some in the crowd 
standing up in support as 
he carried the Ukraine 
flag. 

Some Western coun¬ 
tries have not sent gov¬ 
ernment delegations to 
Sochi in protest at Rus¬ 
sia's Crimea intervention 
leaving International Par¬ 
alympic Committee presi¬ 
dent Philip Craven and 
International Olympic 
Committee president 
Thom as Bach to greet the 
national teams of Britain 
and Germany. 

Ukraine's team of 31 
had decided earlier Friday 
that they would not be 
boycotting the Games. 

The Paralympics in 
Russia, running until 
March 16, are a major 
symbolic step for a coun¬ 
try that for decades stig¬ 
matised people with 
disabilities and which 
only began to build acces¬ 
sible facilities in the run¬ 
up to the international 
event.
